Mr. Wm. Brown, of Salisbury, England, is about to issue a new paper to 
be devoted entirely to advertisements, and to be sent out as a supplement to 
the Philatelic Journal of Great Britain. 


The auction catalogues are beginning to come in. Three of Bogert & Dur- 
bin’s and one of Gremmel’s have been received. This auction season promises 
to be a lively one. 


If you receive more than one copy of this paper, you will confer a favor 
upon the publisher if you will hand the extra copy to some philatelic friend. 


The big find of Nova Scotia remainders is one of the most important since 
the birth of philately. Prices are now away down, and will be down much 
lower. Scott’s Catalogue prices the set of five values, lc, 2c, 8c, 10c and 124c, 
at $15.50. They are advertised in the Stamp Collectors’ Fortnightly at $3.75, 
and I would advise intending purchasers of single sets to wait. There will 
be plenty to go round. 


Some collectors buy none but the fashionable stamps, and consequently in 
most cases pay more than the stamps are worth. Others prefer to buy the 
stamps which for the time are unpopular, because they can buy them ata 
lower figure, and because they know that every stamp country, like every dog, 
has its day. 


I purpose commencing in the January number of this paper a Chronicle 
of New Issues in the British Colonies, 


A correspondent of the Daily Stamp Item professes to have information 
that the total face value of the recent find of Nova Scotia Stamps is about 
$10,000. It seems that there were about twelve thousand of the 124c, and 
probably about forty thousand each of the other values, except the 5c, of 
which there were no remainders.

If you want to start a collection, the first thing to do is to send for a 
packet of 500, 1000, 1500 or 2000 varieties, according to the amount you wish to 
expend. 

The next thing to do is to send references, or a deposit of $2.00 or more, 
and receive some of my APPROVAL SHEETS, containing stamps from 2c to 
$1.00, arranged according to countries. Then you can see the stamps before 
you buy them, and select none but good specimens, although you will find on 
my sheets very few stamps to reject because of their condition. 

The discount on my Approval Sheets is generally from 333 to 50 per cent., 
and all stamps as far as possible are priced by Scott’s Standard Catalogue. 
But for collectors somewhat more advanced, I have APPROVAL BooKs of 
scarcer stamps, the discount on which is from 10 to 25 per cent. One or two 
trials will convince you that for variety and quality my Approval Sheets and 
Books are unsurpassed. 

My conditions are: POSTPAID AND REGISTERED AGAINST POSTPAID AND 
REGISTERED. This rule must not under any circumstances be departed from.

No discount is allowed when purchase is less than $1.00. Sheets must not be 
kept more than 5 days, exclusive of time occupied in transit.

HAPS AND MISHAPS. 

Fortune is indeed a fickle maid. On December 6th, 1895, I sent an ap- 
proval lot of stamps, value $15.35, to Chas. L. Wilcox, of Hastings, Minn. Mr. 
Wilcox claims that the letter was stolen by a boy who drove a milk wagon 
for him, and while he has made some promises, has made no remittance. On 
the 8th of February last I sent another approval lot, value $18.01, to Richard 
Goerke, 3631 Robert Avenue, St. Louis, Mo. Mr. Goerke says that this par- 
ticular lot was carried off by the memorable cyclone, and he refuses to pay 
anything. If the lot had been returned in reasonable time, it would not have 
been in the cyclone’s path. To a gentleman in Kansas City, Mo., I sent, on 
the 24th of April, a lot, value $74.36, and he claims that a friend in whose 
hands he left the sheets carried them off to New York. He has not been suc- 
cessful in getting them from his friend, and I have had no returns, I cannot 
say that I hope to have other mishaps to record in next issue of the Philatelic 
Messenger, but I shall try to prepare a faithful chronicle of them, be they few 
or many.

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The First Type of the Stamps 
of Greece. 
[By the Editor.] 

The stamps of Greece from 1860 to 
18938 have always been a series of 
puzzles to the majority of collectors. 
No general catalcgue, except perhaps 
Kohl’s ‘‘ Europa,” contains even an 
approximately complete list of these 
interesting stamps, systematically ar- 
ranged. Senf’s catalogue gives a great 
many varieties, important and unim- 
portant, but there is no attempt at 
classification. The aim of this article 
is to assist collectors to identify the 
different issues and to give the earlier 
stamps of Greece an orderly arrange- 
ment in their albums, Of the issue of 
November, 1860, Paris print, it is not 
necessary to say much. There is a 1 
lepton, reddish brown, which is rarer 
than the dark brown. The darker 
shade of the 20 lepta, blue, and the 
rosier shade of the 80 lepta, carmine, 
are not so commonly met with. The 
Paris print stamps are easily recog- 
nized by the fine shading on the neck 
and cheek of Mercury, the lines being 
dotted. The 5, 20, 40 and 80lepta have 
no control figures on the back, which 
sufficiently distinguishes them from 
the same values in the issues immedi- 
ately following.

On October 26th the publisher of this 
paper sent him two P. E. Island 
stamps on covers valued at $8.50. 

Beardsley’s Stamp Collectors’ and 
Dealers’ Address Book and Directory 
is out. It contains over 12,000 names 
and addresses from all parts of the 
world, with very full lists of journals 
and societies, and can be obtained for 
$1.00 from H. C. Beardsley, Box 216, 
St. Joseph, Mo. 

Stanley Gibbons’ new catalogue is 
to be in three volumes.’ The first vol- 
ume will contain Great Britain and 
colonies; the second, all other coun- 
tries; and the third, envelopes, wrap- 
pers and post-cards. 

Scott’s new catalogue will be a great 
improvement on previous editions. 
Many varieties are listed that ought 
to have been listed before, and many 
trifling varieties are omitted that 
ought never to have been listed. We 
have received the advance sheets as 
far as Persia, but we have not space 
to devote to a criticism worthy of the 
subject.

Imake a’ specialty of sending out 
stamps on approval. Have you tried 
my approval lots? They are not like 
others. J would respectfully direct 
your attention to the following special 
features : 

Variety.—i have no large stock of 
certain countries to work off. My ap- 
proval lots. contain 10,000 varieties 
from all parts of the world. 

Condition.—My approval lots con- 
tain no mended or imperfect specimens. 
These, if I have them, are disposed of 
in some other way, generally de- 
stroyed. 

Arrangement.—The stamps are neat- 
ly mounted in Books, each book con- 
taining 60 stamps, and are arranged 
as far as possible according to countries 
and dates of issue. 

This arrangement saves the collector 
much time and trouble when compar- 
ing the stamps with his collection or 
want-list. 

Prices.—When a stamp is listed in 
Scott's Standard Catalogue, and a 
quotation given which is near the 
mark, I use that catalogue. Some- 
times I use others; sometimes none. 
On the average my prices are as lowas 
any. 

Discounts.—I do not handle stamps 
at 50 and 60 per cent. discount. You 
do not want stamps of that sort, and I 
do not want to sell them to you. My 
discounts vary from 25 to 40 per cent. 
according to the class of stamps. 

Classification.— For convenience [| 
divide my approval lots into five 
Classes, A; B, C, D and EH. 

Class A contains stamps for begin- 
ners, from lc to 15c each, at 40 per 
cent. discount. Icannotsend approval 
lots to minors without guarantee from 
parents or guardian. 

Class B contains stamps for the 
average collector,from 2c to $1.25 each, 
at 334 per cent. discount. 


Class C contains stamps for the ad- 
vanced collector, from $1.35 to $5.00 
each, at 25 per cent. discount. A de- 
posit of $5.00 to $10.00 is required.

The 
first stamp was issued in 1887, the next 
in 1889, and one each year from that 
date. 


The Mekeel Co. recently obtained a 
copy of the Canada 3c on laid paper, on 
the original cover. The postmark was 
dated Aug. 31, 1868.

Our Jubilee Stamps. 
; (By the Editor.) 

No one can find fault with the Post- 
master General for issuing a set of 
stamps to express the loyal devotion 
which we cherish to our beloved Sove- 
reign and to celebrate the unexampled 
length and prosperity of her reign. 
Canada has been using the same 
stamps now for taventy-seven years, 
while other countries have been issu- 
ing new sets almost yearly. It is 
time for us to have some new stamps, 
and no time could be more opportune 
than the present joyful occasion. 


The stamps themselves are beautiful 
to look at, and will add very much to 
the. attractiveness of the many albums 
in which they will beplaced. The colors 
are well chosen, but not sufficiently 

varied, considering the vast field of 
eolor-shades to be drawn’ ipon.

$5 values. The postal service does not 
require them, and their issue was a 
transparent and petty artifice to draw 
money from the pockets of wealthy 
stamp collectors. 


But this pleasant little artifice of the 
P. G, has defeated itself. He could 
never have consulted with philatelists 
or he would not have supposed that 
there were only 25,000 stamp collectors 
in the world. By a little enquiry he 
might have elicited the fact that where 
one set would sell at $16.22, a hundred 
would sell at $2.15, the face value of a 
complete set of the Newfoundland 
jubilee issue. The P. G. of Newfound- 
land knew what he was about, as the 
sales will prove. 

Let us see what the P. G. of Canada 
expects to realize from his little game.

Now if the P. G. had consulted the 
veriest tyro in philately, he would have 
assured him that 500,000 sets at say 
$5.00 would sell more easily than 25,- 
000 at $16.00. 

Suppose the P. G. had issued 16 
stamps of the following values: 1, 2, 3, 
AY 6S, 1Oele. do.

30540; 50) 750 
and $1.00. The set would cost $3.83. 
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Suppose he had issued 500,000 of these 
sets, and the needed supply of 1, 2,3 
and 5c. besides. He would have as fol-

Instead of $1,259,250, the sale of the 
stamps would bring in $2,682,000, the 
people would be better pleased, the 
treasury bags would be considerably 
heavier, the government would be 
clear from the reproach of foisting 
high value stamps upon the public, 
the P. G. would sit more securely in 
his easy chair, and a disgraceful page 
of Canadian history would be unwrit- 
ten. 

But now that the stamps have been 
issued in certain given numbers and 
in the P. G.’s peculiar way, where are 
they? That is what a great many 
want to know and that is a question 
that must be answered. I know where 
some of them are. I had a letter from 
a postmaster’s son at a small office in 
Quebec, asking me what I would give 
for 45 8c. jubilee stamps. I had a let- 
ter from an office in P. E. Island, ask- 
ing my prices for 4, 6 and 8c. jubilee 
stamps. Collectors in the principal 
cities of the Dominion have seen 
whole sheets of 4c. stamps in the pos- 
session of post office employees. These 
little incidents may give one some 
idea where the stamps are. 

T also have a pretty good idea where 
the stamps are not. A prominent 
Toronto dealer laid $100.00 on the 
stamp counter the first day of sale, 
and was tendered two specimens of 
the $c. and 6c. stamps. At Montreal, 
Toronto, St. John, Halifax and all the 
principal cities, not more than two 
specimens of the 3, 6, 8, 10, 15, 20 and 
50c. stamps were sold to the same per- 
son, that is, of course, outside of the 
post office staff. I have it on good 
authority that there is not a stamp 


dealer in Canada who has 100 of the 3c. 
value, unless he happens to be a post 
office employee also. The stamps are 
not in the dealers’ stock books then, 
for they have not beefi able to get 
them. I wrote to Fredericton the 
other day for a few 10, 15, 20 and 50c. 
stamps and the postmaster returned 
the money, and said they could be 
supplied only in complete sets. One 
meets with the same reception at 
nearly every office. What were the 
stamps made for if not to be sold to 
the public as the public wants them ? 
What would be thought of a furniture 
store where one could not purchase 
a table or a chair, but must take a 
whole set? The thing is ridiculous. 

If all the post offices had been sup- 
plied with some of every value, there 
would not be so much to complain of. 
But numbers of offices in this county 
of Charlotte applied again and again 
when the stamps were first issued, for 
3, 6, 8, 10, 15, 20 and 50c. stamps, and 
received none but 1, 2,3and 5c. The 
postmaster at St. Stephen, one of the 
most important offices in New Bruns- 
wick, informs me that, although he 
sent orders to Ottawa some time be- 
fore the stamps were issued, that im- 
portant office neve received a single 
specimen of the 4. 6, 15, 20 and 50c. 
stamps except in complete sets of Sc. 
to $5.00. 

In addition to the 25,000 of the 4, 6, 
8, 10, 15, 20 and 50c. required to work 
off the high values, there were the 
following quantities printed : 


125,000 4c. 
50,000 ‘Gc: 
175,000 8c. 
125,000 10c. 
75,000 15C: 
75,000 20c. 
75,000 50c. 


Where are they? Stamp dealers 
did not get them. Comparatively few 
were sold over the stamp counters. 
Where are the rest of them? That is 
what the public want to know. Isthe 
P. G. reserving the most of them until 


he has compelled an unwilling public 


ft hie os 
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to purchase 25,000 $5.00 stamps? Or 
have they been cornered by post office 
employees ? 

~ The way in which the issue and sale 
of the stamps have been managed is 
very discreditable to the Postmaster 
General, and may have the effect of 
lessening the interest in them. But 
this effect will be temporary, and very 
few collectors will want to be without 
at least a partial set of these beautiful 
stamps. 

I understand that New York dealers 
who tried hard to corner some of the 
values, are condemning the issue as 
speculative. Remember the fox and 
the grapes. No doubt the issue was 
speculative in part, but not as much 
soas the U. S. Columbian issue, and 
that is responsible for the pernicious 
example of containing the high value 
stamps. The present $5.00 United 
States stamp is purely- speculative. 
The postal service has no use for it. 
Those who live in glass houses should 
not throw stones. 

Perhaps, after this gentle criticism, 
it will be of no use for me to make any 
suggestions to the P.G. Iunderstand 
from the parliamentary reports that 
he does not take criticism very well. 
At any rate, when he gives us another 
issue I hope there will be no stamps of 
a higher denomination than the postal 
service requires. 

I suppose the jubilee plates are now 
destroyed, and the P. G. cannot have 
another edition run off. But he can 
do the public the justice of letting the 
$1.00, $2.00, $3.00, $4.00 and $5.00 
stamps sell themselves (and the P. G.), 
and selling the balance of the stamps 
now on hand in sets of }, 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 8, 
10, 15, 20°and 50c. and card, at $1.22 
per set. There are lots of Canadians 
who would like to be loyal and get a 
few sets, but who are too poor to pay 
so high for them. 

Lexpect to have more to say about 
these stamps ,in}/next Messenger and 
shall be thankful for fresh informa- 
tion.

We would strongly advise our read- 
ers not to pay any fancy prices for 3, 
6 and Sc. jubilee stamps. We believe 
that most of the post-office clerks who 
have bought them will be compelled 
to unload before long, and 150,000 c., 
75,000 6c. and 200,000 8c. will go a long 
way. 

If our publisher charges $4.75 for 
4c. to 8c. Canada jubilee stamps, it is 
not because he thinks they are worth 
it, but because he has to purchase a 
whole set up to $5.00 in order to get 
one each of the $, 6 and 8c. But he 
would much rather sell complete sets 
at $17.50. 

25c. for the $c. jubilee stamp, 50c. 
for the 6c. and 25c. for the 8c. are the 
highest prices that anyone ought to 
pay for thesestamps. The probability 
is they will be sold cheaper when the 


post-office fraternity begins to sell 
out. 


15c. each for the ec. or 8c. jubilee, 
and 25c. each for the 6c., are the high- 
est prices that the publisher of this 
paper will pay, and it is no use for 
post-office clerks to offer them to him 
at higher quotations.

stamps had been obtainable. I was 
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compelled, however, to omit the 4, 6 
and 8¢ and $1.00 values, simply because 
these could not be obtained separately, 
and I could not purchase a $16.00 set 
to fill a 25c. order. 

If it had been possible, I would have 
filled orders for partial sets even ata 
sacrifice, coming, as many of them 
did, from those who could not under- 
stand why the 4, 6and 8c. could not 
be furnished. As it was, I sent out 
the 10, 15, 20 and 50c. as long as I could 
procure them, at 10 per cent. premium 
as advertised. Only at the last when 
order after order sent to different post 
offices came back unfilled, and my 
stock was almost gone, did I raise my 
premium on the 10, 15, 20 and 50c. to 
50 per cent. 

Isympathize with my customers in 
their disappointment, but I wish them 
to understand that I did the best I 
could. 

Of orders which came from Canadian 
dealers and collectors for 50 or 100 sets 
of the $c. to 6e. at 25c. a set, perhaps 
I had better not say what I think. 

Some few customers wanted me to 
pay the postage of letter in 4c. jubilee 
stamps, and one wanted to know if I 
would use $c. jubilee to pay the post- 
age onthe July number of the Messen- 
ger, but in general I thank my corres- 
pondents for their courtesy and sweet 
reasonableness.

Nestle’s Food and Jubilee 
Stamps 
The following letter and comment 
from Art in Advertising speak for 
themselves. We do not know which 
denomination of the Jubilee stamp is 
referred to, but probably the 2 or 5c. 


Editor Art in Advertising: 

DrAR Sir :—I read with much interest an ar- 
ticle ina recent issue of yours (?) of postage 
stamps in this connection is Suchard, Neuchat-. 
el, Switzerland, who puts different stamps on 
one of his most salable packages of chocolate, 
sample of which I mail you tonight. Suchard 
makes contracts for these stamps for delivery 
of one million at a time. We have had a large 
sale in this country for this package of Chocolat 
Suchard, and, while the quality of the chocolate 
cannot be excelled, we attribute the sale, to a 
considerable extent, to the stamps on each 
package, which elicit the interest of the child- 
ren. 

The Canadian government, as you probably 
know, has recently issued a series of jubilee 
stamps, and I think it may interest you to know 
that we control fifty thousand of one of the 
rarer denominations, which will be used on the 
letters which, during the next five or six weeks, 
we shall send to mothers in the United States 
in connection with our advertising of Nestle’s 
Food. In each envelope that we address to the 
mother we enclose the slip which we send you 
herewith. 

It is just as easy for us to send our advertis- 
ing matter from Canada as from New York, 
and we have received so many letters thanking 
us for the jubilee stamps that I think this item 
might prove of interest to you.

(The chocolate samples Mr. Leeming refers to 
are of Chocolat Suchard, and each package has 
two cancelled foreign stamps attached. The 
scheme is similar to that described in our arti- 
cle. On behalf of Nestle’s Food the package is 
mailed in the regular way from Montreal, and 
the jubilee stamp is used as postage. Inclosed 
in the envelope are advertising matter and a 
printed slip calling attention to the new stamp.

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A Tilt at Discounts. 

One of the greatest enemies of phil- 
ately is discounts. This advertising of 
stamps at 50 and 75 per cent. off cata- 
logue discredits the stamp business. 
It gives the inexperienced the impress- 
ion that the demand for stamps is dy- 
ing out, that they are a poor invest- 
ment and can soon be bought for 
about nothing. It destroys confidence 
even among philatelists. The sooner 
the system of discounts is discarded 
the better for the future of philately. 

The system is not altogether due to 
the inflated prices in the catalogues, 
although partially so. The average 
prices in the standard catalogues are 
probably too high. Some are five 
times too high. I could quote some 
that are five times too low. But on 
the whole there has been a tendency 
on the part of the catalogues to inflate 
prices, and this isa mistake. But the 
dealer is under no obligation to price 
his stamps according to the catalogues. 
Such a system is not pursued in any 
other business under the sun. Stamps 
which can be bought for $3.00 per 100 
should not be priced at 25c each be- 
cause the catalogue says so. But 
stamps are priced in that way, and 
when a customer gets the stamps at 
75 per cent. below catalogue, the 
dealer is making 100 per cent. on his 
investment. 

In any other business a merchant 
marks his goods according to what 
they cost him, giving himself sufficient 
margin to cover expenses, risks and a 
fair profit. This is the only reasonable 
and just method to employ in the 
stamp business also. If the expenses 
and risks in a mail and approval _busi- 
ness are so great that nothing less 
than 50 per cent. above cost is enough, 
let the dealer mark his goods at 50 per 
cent. above cost price and not charge 
his customers two prices while pre- 
tending to give them bargains. Bar- 
num said that people like to be fooled, 
but when they find that they are be- 


ing fooled at the expense of their 
pockets they do not enjoy it so much. 


Another evil which has fostered dis- 
counts is the agency business. Suffi- 
cient care is not taken to discriminate 
between agents and single buyers. A 
collector sends for stamps on approval 
and sells to himself, for his own collec- 
tion. He does no work to earn his 
commission and yet he asks and gets 
the same discount as is allowed to a 
hard working agent. In this’ way it 
has come to pass that every collector 
isan agent, and every agent is a dealer, 
with a few exceptions. In order to get 
a commission, an agent ought to be re- 
quired to prove that he does some work 
for it, if not to report the names of the 
parties to whom he sells and the 
amount of his sale to each. If the 
stamps are marked at net prices, 10 
per cent. would be a sufficient com- 
mission to pay to any agent. 

Another cause of these extravagant 
discounts is the habit which dealers 
have of cutting prices. One dealer 
advertises a bargain, and a score of 
other dealers think they must adver- 
tise the same thing at a lower price, 
which destroys the profit for both him 
and his rivals. This is another mis- 
take. The philatelie field is wide, and 
becomes wider every day. When 
possible advertise what others do not, 
and you do not need to cut prices in 
order to make sales, 

These large discounts are not fair to 
the trade and are no benefit to the 
collector. Whatever lessens the prices 
of the stamps the collector buys, 
lessens the value of them after he has 
bought them. Whena dealer makes 
up a sheet of stamps at 50 per cent. 
discount, he knows that if he puts a 
few stamps on the sheet that cost him 
more than half catalogue, the shrewd 
collector may select those only and the 
dealer will be out of pocket. But in 
general the dealer puts upon his dis- 
count sheets stamps that are over- 
priced in the catalogues, and he would 
be a fool to put any others on them. 
There are hundreds of common stamps 
that are never seen on discount sheets, 
simply because dealers cannot buy 
them at 50 per cent. discount. Some 
few collectors have had their eyes 
opened and they always buy from net 
sheets. Dealer and collector, for their 
mutual interest, should do what they 
can to abolish the discount nuisance.

It seems that we are to have a new 
permanent issue of postage stamps in 
the course of two or three months and 
that the design has already been ap- 
proved by the Postmaster General. 

If our stamped envelopes were sold 
at a lower price, they would be more 
generally used. $3.00 per thousand is 
a high figure for envelopes of the qual- 
ity employed. Why should we not 
have envelopes of different grades, 
sizes and colors? A cheap manilla 
envelope would be useful for circulars, 
statements, &c. A blue, amber or 
white envelope would be in demand 
for business correspondence. And a 
square envelope of good quality would 
please the ladies. 

A few further additions to our postal 


conveniences are recommended to the 
favorable consideration of our esteem- 
ed Postmaster General. We have no 
postal union reply cards. Five, eight 
and ten cent envelopes, the use of 
which is obvious, would be appreciated 
by many. A set of unpaid letter 
stamps would ensure greater correct- 
ness in the collection of deficient post- 
age. The employment of official stamps 
would be a check upon the abuse of the 
franking privilege.

Let Canada follow the exam- 
ple.

It is announced that the new Cana- 
dian stamp will contain a portrait of 
the Queen taken at the time of the 
Jubilee, approved and signed by Her 
Majesty, and the corner of the stamp 
will be filled with maple leaves. 

‘Canadian,’ writing in the Virginia 
Philatelist, says the $c Jubilee stamps 
can now be purchased for 20 cents each.

The Philatelic Advocate is the only

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Canadian stamp paper that has reached 
us for a long time. We hear of several 
new ones, but have not seen them yet. 
The handsome appearance of the 
Virginia Philatelist is deserving of 
special mention. We trust that it will 
receive sufficient support to maintain 
so high a standard. 

The le Jubilee stamp is found in two 
shades, yellow and orange, the 2c in 
green and blue green, the 8c in a light 
pink on spongy paper, the Sc in a 
variety with period between ‘eight’ 
and ‘cents,’ and the 50cin pale and 
bright ultramarine. 

The Perforator is a bright little 
paper, and is presenting its readers 
with quite a gallery of portraits of 
good-looking philatelists. 

EH. A. M., in the Perforator, says the 
8c jubilee bids fair to be very scarce, 
and whoever owns one is lucky. We 
have a few, but we would rather own 
a Nova Scotia shilling. 

The 10, 15, 20 and 50c Jubilee ought 
to be better stamps to buy than the 8c 
and as good as the $c. They are less 
in demand because they have been 
more evenly distributed. But wait. 

The Columbian Philatelist, Septem- 
ber, contains an interesting contribu- 
tion ‘On the value of English stamps.’ 
Among the stamps mentioned as 
under-priced in the catalogues are: 
1840, Id black; 1856, 6d and 1s; 1870, 
13d; 1880, 13d and Is. 

Several writers have been exercising 
their wits lately describing the fea- 
tures of an ideal stamp paper. Let us 
also give our opinion. The paper 
which comes nearest to our ideal is 
full of information about stamps 
rather than stamp collectors; it does 
not devote more than half its space to 
‘admiration of itself and censure of its 
fellows; and the other half is not alto- 
gether filled up with pictures of col- 
lectors, and biographical sketches of 
its advertiser's. 

The advertising pages of the Messen- 
ger have until now been almost wholly 
taken up with the publisher’s own an- 
nouncements. With this issue a new 
departure is inaugurated. Fourteen 
leading dealers have advertisements in 
the present number, and we hope to 
have twice as many with us next 
month. We shall not mind it if the 
_ publisher’s ads are crowded out alto- 


gether, The Standard Stamp Co., of 
St. Louis, has spoken for a half page. 
Look out for their advt. in November. 
We ask intending advertisers to kind- 
ly send in their copy before the 20th. 
Remember, 25¢ per/inch, cash in ad- 
vance; 75¢ per half column. 
‘Burnham,’ under which pen-name a 
well-known philatelist contributes in- 
teresting notes from Boston to this 
number, will bea regular contributor 
to the Messenger. Another contribu- 
tor, ‘Karl Kramer,’ writes forcibly of 
a practical question affecting philately. 


An International Stamp. 


Mr. Maury, in the July number of 
his excellent journal Le Collectionnewr 
de Timbres-poste, which, by the way, 
was founded 33 years ago,- suggests a 
new scheme to obviate some of the 
difficulties connected with an interna- 
tional postage stamp. His first pro- 
position is that the alternate horizon- 
tal lines of perforation be omitted in a 
sheet of the 5c. stamps, or their equiva- 
lent in other countries, as 25 centimes, 
20 pfennig and 2} pence. This will 
give vertical strips of two stamps, im- 
pertorate between. The double stamp 
is to be lapped over the fold of aletter- 
card leaving a single stamp on each 
side of the card. One side only is to 
be obliterated and the double stamp is 
to be detached (cut out or soaked off,) 
and is then to be used for return pos- 
tage. The objection is raised, how- 
ever, by the postal authorities of 
several countries, to whom Mr. Maury’s 
scheme was submitted, that it would 
be difficult to furnish all post offices 
with letter-cards of this description 
since demand for them is very limited 
and that on account of the expense of 
manufacturing them they are not in 
use in many ccuntries. 

Mr. Maury acknowledges the force 
of this objection and proposes that a 
horizontal double stamp,  imperfor- 
ate between should be used on an 
ordinary envelope, and that through 
a slit cut in the envelope one stamp 
should be slipped inside and so pro- 
tected from obliteration and the other 
stamp will adhere to the envelope in 


the usual way. When the letter 
reaches the addressee, the double 


stamp can be detached and used for 
return postage. 

The scheme is ingenious, to say the 
least of it, and the principle involyed 
in it is already admitted in the use of 
Postal Union reply cards. 
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Massachusetts Items. 

The Boston Philatelic Society, after 
adjourning over the summer months, 
has resumed its meetings. The Sep- 
tember meeting was marked by an 
excellent attendance of members 
though most of the officers were ab- 
sent. There were several propositions 
for membership, one that of C. F. 
Rothfuchs, formerly of Washington, 
now located at 66 Huntington Avenue, 
Boston. Rev. J. Ll. Kilbon read a 
paper relating to certain unpaid letter 
stamps of Uruguay. There was no 
auction sale. 

W. H. Suydam, a New York collec- 
tor, was a recent visitor to the Hub; 
also C. A. Needham of Hamilton, Can. 

Considering that the book was only 
about 5x9 inches in size, the writer 
felt considerable interest in examining 
the more than $30,000 worth of stamps 
contained therein, and found at the 
office of the New England Stamp Co. 
Mr. Carpenter exhibits the rarities 
with a keen sense of the pleasure they 
awaken. On one cover are two St. 
Louis, priced at $3000. Mz. Batchelder 
reports his New York, Philadelphia 
and Washington trip as very success- 
ful. 

The Old Colony Philatelic Society 
held its fiftieth meeting October 6th, 
and took steps toward the formation 
of an insurance fund for the exchange 
department. Fred Perry, Attleboro, 
was listed in memhership and J. W. 
Chadderton, Mansfield, and B. P. 
Thomas, Pemberton, N. J., resigned. 

Massachusetts has several candidates 
for official recognition at the annual 
convention of the 8. of P. to be held 
at Nashville, Tenn., this month. For 
treasurer, Geo. M. Frame; for super- 
intendent of sales, Charles E. Shaw; 
for attorney, I. A. Wainwright; for 
purchasing agent, Gardner R. Kenne- 
dy. They may not all be elected. 

The first auction sale of the season 
was held in Elk’s hall, Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 28th. Four hundred lots were 
disposed of by the Colonial Stamp Co.

An International Parade 


If all the philatelists of the world 
could be brought together somewhere 
and called upon to elect someone as 
their patron saint, I suppose that the 
good Queen Victoria, of Great Britain 
and of countless colonies, would easily 
be elected by a large majority. If I 
were present I would, as an American, 
move to make the vote unanimous, 
and I am confident that the veteran 
collectors of Germany, and 
France, and other countries would 
heartily support the motion. Our 
Washington, and Franklin, and Gen- 
eral Bolivar of South America, would, 


it seems to me, be her only possible 
rivals, and neither of these disting- 
uished gentlemen, whom you and I 
know so well, ever 
stamp. There are other great rulers, 
princes, presidents and statesmen, 
with whose faces or profiles we are all 
somewhat acquainted, and whom we 
respect, but to the stamp collectors of 
every land Queen Victoria is an old 
and familiar friend. What a multi- 
tude of portraits of her they have seen 
and handled! How many have been 
bought and sold by them; sometimes

at a great price, especially some of the 
poorest and more ancient, such as that 
of Mauritius, 1847, for instance. Who 
would attempt to count the number 
and variety of these postal portraits, 
or imaginary portraits of England’s 
Queen, that we have seen, or wished 
in vain to see? Some of them very 
beautiful indeed, others not so. It 
would be strange if, to those of us 
who have been collectors from boy- 
often that 
changing face, which has grown older 


hood—looking so upon 
as we have grown older—it were not 
dear. She has been, perhaps, without 
knowing it, a philatelic mother to us 
all. I wish that I had time to-day to 
talk about some of those many por- 
traits of her that are in all our collec- 
tions, beginning with the penny black 
of 1840, and coming down to the 
recent portrait, on the stamps of 
Newfoundland, the Niger Coast Pro- 
tectorate and India, and the latest of 
all, facing one of the earliest, on the 
beautiful jubilee issue of Canada; but 
I must not do so. I was simply re- 
minded of them by a recent event of 
which we have all read a great deal in 
the newspapers and elsewhere; that 
is, the celebration of the completion 
of the sixtieth year of the 
Queen’s reign, in which celebration 


not only all the British colonies, but 
all the nations of the earth have taken 
part. It was, as we have learned, an 
international event of its kind unpar- 
alleled in the world’s history.—Eastern 
Philatelist.

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Halifax Notes.

The Detroit Philatelist had the mis- 
fortune to be burned out in 1 large 
fire some time ago, but Mr. Kessler in- 
forms us that they are now doing 
business again. 

The auction sales held thus far have 
proved that good stamps will always 
bring good prices. The catalogue will, 
we understand, be gradually revised 
until it will be as near net prices as it 
is possible to issue a catalogue. At the 
same time net prices for a catalogue 
are athing impossible, for some dealers 
would cut prices merely to draw trade. 

A certain eastern dealer recently 
located a large stock of unused orange 
special delivery stamps and instead of 
purchasing them outright would take 
them as he wanted them for use. How- 
ever a travelling collector happened to 
inquire for old stamps at this post- 
office and took all the special deliveries 
left.

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Halifax Notes. 

The stamp business is dull here at 
present. This is not unusual at this 
season of the year, as collectors usually 
engage their attention with other 
matters until after the festive season. 

The fate of ‘‘ The Halifax Magazine,” 
published by A. M. Muirhead of this 
city, isuncertain. Neither the Novem- 
ber nor the December number has 
appeared, and it is not likely that they 
will. I quote the following from the 
“Weekly EHra:” “Among twenty 
papers of Canada until now enjoying 
second class mailing rates and which 
the postmaster thought we could do 
without and accordingly withdrew the 
mailing privilege, I find the name of 
the Halifax Philatelic Magazine.” 

We have had quite a large number 
of new issuesin North America lately. 
First came Canada with her Jubilee 
issue, then Newfoundland with the 
Cabot set (also the recent surcharge of 
that colony) and finally the new Can- 
adian issue which as yet has not been 
placed on sale at the post office. The 
United States is also contemplating a 
new issue. 

That worthy and astute man Mr. 
Mulock is contemplating another idea 
for raising the postal revenue of the 
country. He intends instead of allow- 
ing merchants to put an advertisement 
of their business on private post cards 
free of charge as before, to charge 
them for the privilege. Whether this 
will come into force or not is a matter 
of question. 

Meekeel’s Weekly of the ninth inst., 
contains the following clipping from 
Stanley Gibbon’s Monthly Circular, 
part of which I reproduce. 

‘For it seems that $3.59 is the highest 
amount that can possibly be paid upon 
a packet in Canada under existing reg- 
ulations.” Postmaster Blackadar when 
interviewed in the interest of the 
Messenger said that he has known 
packets bearing stamps to the value of 
$12.00 to be forwarded from this office 
and that a packet bearing five dollars 


worth of stamps is an occasional if not 
frequent occurrence, 

It is reported that two post office 
officials while destroying some 
old documents dated back as far as 
1859 found pasted on a legal document 
20 old Nova Scotian shilling stamps. 
As Scotts 57th catalogues them at 
$140.00 each it is a find of no small 
importance.

been surcharged. Four rows in each 
sheet, or 40 stamps, were surcharged in 
Rom. Antique type—“ ONE CENT.” 
Hight stamps in the bottom row were 
surcharged in Old Style Antique, 
“ONE CENT.” The remaining two 
stamps, to the right of the bottom row, 
were surcharged in Gothic— ** ONE 
CENT.’’ This would give 40,000 
stamps of the commoner type, 8,000 
stamps of the second type and 2,000 
stamps of the rarest type. From 
these figures it will be readily seen 
that the second and third types are 
desirable stamps to have. 

Since writing the above, we find that 
10 stamps were surcharged in red, and 
35 in black and red, 
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Massachusetts Items. 

The American Collector’s Company 

has secured the services of Geo. L. 

Toppan, secretary of the Boston Phil- 

atelic Society, as its Boston represen- 

tative. Other Massachusetts agents

A. Lyons informs us that in all pro- 
bability no further new issues will be 
permitted by the powers that be, but 
that, with the exception of these 
issues, the old. set in use prior to the 
jubilee issue will be resumed.

The announcements made by the 
Hon. Mr. Patterson, that after Ist 
January next the postage on letters 
from Canada to any part of the Brit- 
ish Empire will be three cents an ounce, 
is another intimation to the British 
people in all parts of the empire that 
the Dominion of Canada is not ouly 
desirous of cultivating the most friend- 
ly relations, but that in order to do so 
she is prepared to make sacrifices. 
This action on the part of Canada will, 
no doubt, lead to reciprocal concessions 
from the British Government and col- 
onial governments as well. The action 
of Canada’s Government will be an ad- 
dition to the events of the Jubilee 
which cannot fail to deeply impress 
the Canadian people as well as those 
of the Empire. 

At a meeting of La Chambre de 
Commerce of this city, a resolution 
Was unanimously adopted thanking 
the Postmaster General for having tak- 
en the initiative of reducing the post- 
age to the whole British Empire. 

There appears to be a boom in stamp 
business here. The dealers seem well 
pleased. Perhaps this is due to the 
approach of Christmas. 

The two cents and five cents new 
issue came out on the 13th inst. in the 
rural post offices. JI enclose an en- 
velope received that day by one of my 
friends, with the 2c stamp on it.

Edmund L. Smiley of Boston 
and Captain EK. F. Wurtele, president 
of Canadian Philatelic Association, 
were also among the philatelic visitors. 

The Colonial Stamp & Publishing 
Co, has opened up offices here at 24 
Louisa street. They will publish The 
Colonial Stamp some time in January. 

The Boys’ Own Philatelist has made 
its appearance from Berlin, Ont., by 
the Ontario Philatelic Co. It’s not so 
bad. 

Wm. R. Adams has moved his quar- 
ters from Ann and Adelaide streets to 
401 Yonge street where he will carry 
on the stamp dealing and publishing, 
printing and stationery business. 

The Postmaster General has made 
arrangements whereby Canadians will 
be able to send a letter to any part of 
the British Empire at the uniform 
rate of three cents per ounce instead 
of 5 cents per 4 ounce as heretofore. 

A deputation of Toronto business 
men will wait upon the Postmaster 
General with a proposal to reduce the 
rate of postage within the city limits 
from 2c. to lc. per ounce. A turn for 
the better. 

It is also stated that a proposition 
will be made to the Dominion Parlia- 
ment at its next session to reduce the 
rate of postage within the Dominion 
from 3 to 2 cents per ounce. We hope 
this reduction will be made as it has 
been advocated for several years. 

A privilege has been granted adver- 
tisers of printing on the face of post 
cards such things as they may choose 
so long as reasonable space is left for 
writing the address. Mr. Mulock 
thinks that this will be beneficial both 
to the country and to the advertiser, 
adding to its revenue and advertising 
it through pictures of some of its 
beautiful scenes. Why not put some 


of the scenes on the stamps? Next 
they will be having advertisements 
printed on the stamps. This change 
will add another class of collectors to 
our ranks, namely, collecting different 
varieties of Canadian post cards. 

At time of writing the following 
varieties Abit new issue have been 
placed on sale: 4 black, 2c. purple, 5c. 
blue, 6c. brown, Go. slate. The colors 
are 4c. biack, 1c. green, 2c. purple, 3c.

That Stamped Envelope.

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Scott’s 538th. 


Last month we promised to devote 
considerable space in this number to 
the new catalogue. We now ake up 
our pen to fulfil the promise. That 
the catalogue is one of the best half 
dozen that are published no philatelist 
will dispute. That the 58th is better 
than any former edition will be gener- 
ally granted. That the catalogue is 
perfect in every respect not even its 
warmest friends will claim. So that 
while on the one hand we want to be 
ungrudging in our commendation of 
it, we want on. the other hand to be 
conscientious in our censure, 

We think it an improvement to 
have relegated the postal cards to 
another volume. We think it would 
be a further improvement to do the 
same with the United States locals, 
telegraphs and revenue stamps, and 
with the Chinese locals. We like 
consistency in a catalogue as well as 
inaman. The title of the catalogue 
does not truthfully represent the con- 
tents. There is no hint of revenue 
stamps upon the title page. The long 
lists of United States revenues and 
locals in the Scott catalogues are as 
much of a nuisance as the long lists of 
Russian locals are in those of Stanley 
Gibbons. 

We like the alphabetical arrange- 
ment of the catalogue. It is the most 
convenient for reference. But we 
wish it were adhered to more closely. 
Senf’s catalogue is far more conven- 
ient to refer to than either Scott’s or 
Stanley Gibbons’. Senf’s does not 
begin with the German Empire. A 
catalogue that aspires to be a standard 
for the philatelic world should not 
give the first place to the country in 
which it is issued. Stanley Gibbons’ 
catalogue has only lately fallen into 
this error. We think it a mistake to 
group the Indian native states, but 
would prefer to see the alphabetical 
order adhered to without exception. 

Some have found fault with the 58th 
because of the multitude of shades and 


minute varieties listed. We cannot 
wholly agree with them. We do not 
think a standard catalogue can be too 
complete, But we could wish that 
more of the minor varieties were 
priced. And here we would like to 
see consistency too. Some countries 
are much more minutely catalogued 
than others. The varieties of perfor- 
ation are given ad nauseam in Brazil, 
1890-97. They are ignored in Roumania, 
The list of Canadian stamps is incom- 
plete. The differences between Die A 
and Die B of the British Colonial 
stamps cannot be seen without ‘a 
double million magnifying microscope,’ 
The list of Greek stamps from 1862 to 
1852 is a medley without any attempt 
at arrangement. Some of the most 
important varieties are omitted. But 
nothing is easier than finding fault. 
We might note omissions here and 
there in countries whose stamps we 
are most familiar with. The fact, 
however, remains that Scott’s 58th is 
a marvel of research, completeness and 
accuracy, and that no better guide for 
the general collector is to be found 
among priced catalogues. 

The paper, form and illustrations 
are everything that can be desired. 
The prices do not seem to be excessive 
when compared with English, German 
and French catalogues, but they are 
certainly too high for the present 
state of the American market. We 
trust that the Scott Stamp and Coin 
Co. will long be spared to issue many 
more of their indispensable annual 
standard catalogues. 


The new Canadian stamps are neat, 
and the colors are well chosen. But 
postmasters complain that some of 
the colors are too dark, so that it is 
difficult at night to tell whether the 
stamps have been cancelled. They 
complain, too, of the absence of fig- 
ures of value. This necessitates a 
close look at some of the stamps to 
discover the denomination. The gum 
is abominable—it will not stick.

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Detroit Notes. 


The article on ‘‘Entire or Cut Square 
Envelopes,” by S. A. D. Cox, in the 
last number of the Columbian Phila- 
telist was the best article of, the kind 
that we have ever read. The point 
made by Mr. Cox that a cut square 
specimen is not available for postal 
duty isa good one. We cry about 
collecting labels not good for actual 
postal use and at the same time calmly 
collect cut square envelopes. Is this 
consistent? Not at all, and the fact is 
becoming more apparent every day. 
A cut square envelope is of as much 
philatelic value, or should be, as an 
adhesive with all but the main design 
cut away. One is of as much intrinsic 
valueasthe other. In envelope stamps 
cutting a stamp square mars the 
beauty of it, as an envelope stamp 
always looks best when entire as it 
was intended to be. The cut round 
envelopes have given way to the cut 
square specimens and these are slowly 
retiring in favor of the entire envel- 
opes. 

We are glad to see the Messenger so 
favorably commented on by papers on 
this side of the line. It shows that 
quality and not quantity counts. 

Being so near the Dominion we have 
naturally received the new Canadian 
issue nearly as soon as sent out and it 
seems to be the general trend of 
opinion here that, with the exception 
of the half cent, the issue is remark- 
ably pretty. 

Quite a number of the Newfound- 
land surcharges have been offered for 
for sale here of late, and the majority 
of collectors are extremely wary about 
purchasing. 

Mr. T. L. W. Porte has one of the 
first collections of Philatelic literature 
in the western states. His library is 
nearly complete and by a system of 
filing and indexing that is entirely his 
own he can refer in a moment’s notice 
to almost any article wanted. 

Mr. I. EK. Paterson has just returned 
from a month’s trip through Canada.

Canadian revenues are in great de- 
mand at present and bid fair to con- 
tinue so. 

The Canadian Philatelic. Advertiser 
is announced to appear from this city 
about the lst March as an advertiser 
of philatelic publications and supplies. 

Some of the values of the old issue 
(1869) promise to be scarce. Collectors 
having any of the 4, 6, 10, 15, 20, 50c., 
should keep them for future use, 

Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain has 
remonstrated with the Canadian gov- 
ernment for infringing the laws of the 
Universal Postal Union by undertak- 
ing to reduce the postage on letters 
from Canada to the United Kingdom 
without consulting the other members 
of the Union. AsI intimated in my 
notes last month the announcement 
had been made that after January Ist 
the letter rate to Foreign countries 
would be three cents per ounce instead 
of five cents perhalf ounce as_ before. 
This announcement (made no doubt as 
a political *‘bluff”’) has caused consid- 
erable difficulty in the post office de- 
partment. When the new year 
came parties writing to England took 
advantage of the reduced rate and 
only put on three cents postage. Or- 
ders were then given the postmasters 
to supply the extra postage and notices 
have been posted in the general post 
office to the effect that the postage is 
five cents per }ounce instead of three 
cents as announced.

The January American Journal of 
Philately is largely devoted to U. S. 
stamps. The Catalogue for Advanced 
Collectors has reached the United 
States and treats of the general issues 
down to 1875. An instalment of Mr. 
Luff’s valuable work on U, S. stamps 
deals with the issues of 1861-66. The 
beautifully clear illustrations give a 
good idea of the premieres gravures. 

With the December number 
of the Collectionneur de Timbres 
Poste appears a ‘supplement contain- 
ing a catalogue of all the adhesives, 
envelopes and cards issued during 1897. 
The list covers 32 double column 8vo 
pages. At this rate fifty years more 
will add 1600 pages. to our already 
rather bulky catalogues. We pity 
the general collector in 1948. Canada 
and Newfoundland have not made the 
largest contribution to the total issue. 
China may be credited with 29 new 
adhesives, Eeuador with 35, Salvador 
with 41 and Zanzibar with 36, 

We always find something interest- 
ing in Filatelic Facts and Fallacies. 
An article in the December number 
exposes about two dozen approval 
sheet frauds, We notice two whose 
acquaintance we have made to our 
sorrow. These are S. H. Rosenfield 
and Robert.T. Harris. 

' The Herald Exchange for January 
does not contain as. much reading 
matter as usual. The Chicago notes 
‘contain an interesting sketch of the 
‘late Mr. Hesing. 

' The interesting contents of the 
Home Worker are presented in a very 
attractive form. 

' The December Lone Star State 
‘Philatelist opens with Historical, 
Pastalic and Philatelic notes about 
Cyprus. It promises a surprise in 
next number. 

Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp News is un- 
‘reviewable in our limited space, it con- 
tains so much and of so good a kind. 
Mr. Hopkins’ Review is sprightly and 
just, The notes from the centres are 


a strong feature. Mr. Severn’s criti- 
cisms on the advertisements keep the 
advertisers stirred up to try their best. 
And solid articles are interspersed 
among the lighter matter. 


We have received No. 1 of the Meli- 
ta Philatelic Chronicle and Advertiser, 
from Valetta, Malta. It is quite cred- 
itable for a first number. 

The Monthly Bulletin of the Postal 
Card Society of America is small, but 
good, and of considerable yalue to 
those who make a specialty of postal 
cards, 

The National Stamp Collector is the 
organ of the NationalStamp Exchange. 
The January number contains some 
short articles of value. 

We must confess to not having read 
the December issue of the Nederlai - 
disch Tijdschrift voor Postzegelkunde, 
as our knowledge of Dutch is, to say 
the least, limited. We are afraid the 
editor of the N. T. v. P. is not much 
better versed in English. He reads 
‘* Halfpenny” on our new ic stamp. 
The journal contains 17 large 74 x 10 
inch pages of reading matter, well 
printed and freely illustrated with 
good cuts. The only pity is it is— 
Dutch. 

The January New York Philatelist 
eontains two noticeable articles, the 
best being on ‘‘ The Historical Associ- 
ations of French Stamps.” 

The Perforator is unique. When it 
comes We sit down for an enjoyable 
half hour. Mr. Chapman has suc- 
ceeded in giving it a character distinct- 
ly its own. It is full of news and full 
of sunshine. 

The Philatelic Advocate for January 
is the best number yet. The Inside 
History of the Advocate reveals energy 
and perseverance that demand the 
highest praise. 

We think the Philatelic Bulletin im- 
proves steadily. The issue for January 
contains matter of considerable inter- 
est. 

Messrs. Baumbach’s paper, Die Post, 
contains at least one valuable article 
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each month, besides the Chronicle. 
The January article is on the stamps 
of Colombia. 

The December number of Stanley 
Gibbon’s Monthly Journal has a fuller 
table of contents even than usual. An 
article on the surcharges of the Zanzi- 
bar stamps (French office) is illustrated 
with full plates. A new department, 
Notes and Queries, promises to be a 
valuable feature. 

The Stamp Reporter is a bright 
paper. It improves with every issue. 

An excellent paper in every way is 
the Virginia Philatelist. Its contents 


have been above the average from the 
start five months agp, and in typo- 
graphical appearance it beats them 
all. 


One of the few philatelic journals 
that collectors find almost indispen- 
sible is the Weekly Philatelic Era. 
In No. 243 Mr. E. L. Smiley writes 
trenchantly against the high prices of 
stamps in the standard catalogue and 
his points are well made. 


In this month’s review we have 
made mention of almost all our ex- 
changes. We cannot afford the space 
to do this every month, but in the 
course of each quarter at least we 
shall try to notice them all. 


The second edition of the Ontario 
Philatelic Directory shows considera- 
ble improvement. It is a little book 
that both collectors and dealers will 
find very useful. 

A very useful little manual is Stew- 
art’s Guide to the Color of Postage 
Stamps. The first part consists of an 
alphabetical list of colors, and under 
each color are grouped several com- 
mon stamps to be found in almost 
every collection. The second part 
consists of a small album containing a 
space for one stamp of each color. 
This album can easily be filled, and 
the color guide is complete. We 
would suggest as an improvement 
that in future editions of this unique 
and handy work the alphabetical ar- 
rangement be sufficiently departed 
from to bring all the related colors 
together.

The Turkish Government, wishing to establish a control of the postal | 


revenues in the districts occupied by its armies in Thessaly, has just pre- 
pared a special series of stamps, which will be issued immediately and will 
be employed exclusively by the post offices in Thessaly. 

The stamps are of a new type, eight-cornered in shape. Above is the 
inscription (in Turkish): Ottoman Empire Postage; in the centre is a view 
of the bridge at Larissa (Greece); below is the inscription (also in Turk- 
ish): Special for Thessaly, part of the conquered country. 

Besides the originality of design of these stamps, they will have an his- 
torical value which will be readily understood, and will be much sought 
after, as the issue will be a limited one. Moreover, to guard against spec- 
ulation, the post offices in Thessaly will not deliver the stamps to the pub- 
lic but will affix,the stamps to the letters themselves.

STAMPS FOR THESSALY.

The Turkish Government, wishing to establish a control of the postal revenues in the 


districts occupied by its armies in Thessaly, prepared a special series of postage 
stamps, now obsolete, which have been employed exclusively by the post offices in 
Thessaly, during its occupation by the Turkish armies. 

These stamps are of a new type, eight-cornered in shape. Above is the inscription 
(in Turkish): Ottoman Empire Postage; in the centre is a view of the bridge at Larissa 
(Greece); below is the inscription (also in Turkish): ‘Special for Thessaly, part of the 
conquered country.” The complete series is composed of five (5) stamps: ro, 20 paras, 
1, 2 and 5 piastres. 

Besides the originality of design of these stamps, they will have an historical value 

which will be readily understood, and will be much sought after, the number of sets 
being limited and their issue having been only provisional.

THe THrrRp ANNUAL MEET; A GREAT 
Success; AN Easy VICTORY FOR 


THE ‘‘ADVOGATE TICKET: 


When the members of the Do- 
minion Philatelic Association decid- 
ed upon Hamilton as the 1898 con- 
vention seat, it was an assured fact 
that, should the Convention prove a 
failure, it would not be through the 
lack of interest displayed by the 
Hamilton members. As soon as it 
was made public that the ‘‘ambitious 
city” would claim the meet, its local 
members set themselves to work in 
earnest to plan for the greatest gath- 
ering of stampmen ever held on Ca- 
nadian soil.

Recognising the fact that it is hard 
to please everybody in the matter of 
reviews, many of those journals call- 
ed ‘‘leading” do not have a review 
department, but they are perfectly 
willing to be reviewed, and would 
probably feel sore if their merits were 
not set forth, showing that they have 
their weak spots and like to be flat- 
tered as well as anybody else. At the 
same time, it is much more sensible 
in a leading journal to dispense with 
this department than to make it a 
useless one by having a prejudiced 
and unfair critic at the head of it. 

During the writer’s publication of 
a philatelic journal, he was besieged 
with offers of contributions, and the 
compensation asked for varied from 
nothing to pay of good proportion. 


noticeable that those who set a rea- 
sonable money figure gave the best 
satisfaction, and tried to earn it. It 
only took a short time to find out that _ 
the free contributors wanted a 
chance to air their personal preju- 
dices. And if their stuff was modi- 
fied, they very soon quitted boring.

It doesn’t always help a person's argu- 
ment to swear by a catalogue. If a person. 
will observe carefully from year to year, or 
look back over his old ones, he will notice 
some things that are left out subsequently, 
only to appear again still later. It is ag- 
gravating to have certain kinds of stamps 
which do not appear in the latest issues. 
You may find a place for them in the album, 
but stamps cannot be properly placed with- 
outa catalogue, there ore you have to hunt 
up the necessary information. These both- 
ering omissions recruit the ranks of those 
who go in for blank albums. 

In philately, as in other lines, a correct 
statement is soon spoiled by variations in 
quoting from the original article. A change 
of a word at first, with continued otl er 
changes, will make the truth-teller outa {z 1- 
sifier. Most people have read the story of 
a man who ‘ate something as black as a 
crow, and told Lis neighbour so,” and tke 
neighbour said it was a crow that was eat- 
en, till finally some one said it was three. 
These twistings of the truth are common. 
You may say a thing happens in one month, 
and have it copied as happening in another, 
and, through changes of one figure, your 
statement is knocked into smithereens. 


I should like to see a discussion of the 
question, ‘‘Does a published black-list in 
general do any good?” While it may make 
some sensitive crooks squirm a little, have 
my doubts as to its making the publisher 
popular. And it is certain that some pub- 
lishers who countenance it do not pay their 
own bills very promptly. If there was a 
philatelic mercantile agency, having what 
is usually designated a ‘‘dead-beat”’ list, 
some of the publishers would find their own 
names therein, and then it wouldn’t be so 
funny, and some societies would be found 
there also.

As it has been already intimated, 
this magazine bore the characteristic 
impress ofits editor, Mr. Luhn. It al- 
ways contained ihe latest news with 
pungent comment on same, intermin- 
gled with bright witticisms and terse 
remarks. ‘The editorials were inter- 
esting and weil wri.cen, generally re- 
ceiving the first attention of the read- 
er. The whole policy of the Southern 
Philatelist was to entertain, and suc- 
cess attended the object.- The'S. P. 
however was not unmindful of grave 
issues, and was the means of intro- 
ducing one or two needed reforms in 
the journalism of philately. Promi- 
nent among these was the doing 
away with the wholesale advertising 
credit. Collectors of five years stand- 
ing will remember that it is only a 
comparatively short time since any 
one, Tom, Dick or Harry, could get 
all the way from an inch to a column 
ot advertising space merely upon the 
presentation of copy and a paltry 
promise to pay. Their papers were 
full of ads. but pay there was none. 
It was high revel however with 
cranks, crooks, frauds, dead-beats 
and swindlers. Gus Luhn contem- 


plating his unutterable experiences 


declared this must stop, and made 
“cash with copy” the only entry to 
the advertising pages of the Soufh- 
ern. First the Zastern, then the Zra, 
and other publications in rapid suc- 
cession, followed his example; hon- 
est dealers accepted the inevitable 
and the frauds were checkmated. 
The American Philatelic Dealer’s and 
Collector’s Association was the out- 
come of the Southern’s hostility to 
fraudulent parties, and its organ- 
isation was largely due to Luhn, who 
in more than one respect was a terror 
to evil-doers. 

The reading matter of this maga- 
zine, although always of an interest- 
ing character, was not however of the 
highest quality. The bulk of the 
contents was supplied by the editor, 
who conducted an extremely popular 
if not elaborate department of re- 
view. Prominent among the reg- 
ular contributors are the names of 
Crawtord Capen, Roy F. Greene, 
H. H. Jobel and Fred W. Potter. 
Mr. Walter A. Withrow in his 
“Young Collector's Studies” gave 
an exellent training for amateurs 
which is of permanent value. The 
work of Clive Scott in the Southern 
is very poor indeed, and his short 
serial entitled ‘“My Experience with 
a Public Crank” is utterly devoid of 
point and interest. Mr. Charles 
Jenney contributed some fairly good 
fiction, while Guy W. Green’s poetry 
is of an average quality.

PHILATEZIC SOCIETIES. 


BY WM. A. MCDONNELL. 


It seems strange but neverthe- 
less it is absolutely true, that many 
philatelists fail to appreciate the 
existence of philatelic societies. 

It is estimated that the philatelic 
population of United States and 
Canada is at least 50,000, and the 
vast majority of that number are 
not members of any society, either 
national, state or local. 
true that societies of the latter class 
have many members, who are ei- 
ther totally ignorant of outside so- 
Cieties, or who fail to take advan- 
tage of such societies on the ground 
that such do not interest them, 
and they prefer to deal personally 
with collectors, and not with every 
Tom, Dick and Harry from all parts 
of the country. 

At the most, the total membership 
of all known (in U. S. and Canada) 
societies combined, we will estimate 
at 15,000. What prevents the oth- 
er 35,000—or 70 per cent. of the 
total philatelic population—from 
joining our ranks? Many suggest- 
ions could be advanced, but sug- 
gestions are not motive power. 
What we want is unceasing push. 
In every society just organised you 
will find many new names of collec- 
tors from all parts of the country. 
In the applications for the first few 
months this is noticeable also. But 
later the names of the applicants are 
more familiar. On rare occasions 
you will find an unknown collector 
applying for membership. 


It is very, 


There are many collectors who 
have not the opportunities to join a 
local society. These collectors re- 
side in remote places and in numer- 
ous instances are the only stampites 
in those localities. 

This is the class of collectors who 
lack the knowledge that large phil- 
atelic societies exist, and to reach 
these collectors is a problem not yet 
solved. It is safe to wager that if 
one half of these ‘‘hermits’’ were 
given the intelligence of the exist- 
ence of philatelic societies, fifty per 
cent. would join instantly and the 
balance inside of six months. 

What philately does need is a 
band of missionaries, not to convert 
but to enroll, and bring forward the 
ignorant to see the brighter light of 
philately. I would suggest the fol- 
|lowing proceedings, and I believe if 
“same were carried out, our ranks 
would be greatly augmented there- 
by. 

In large cities organise local soci- 
eties. Do not depend on friends for 
all the aid, but have secretary, or in 
in fact any member, address letters 
to all of the local newspapers, re- 
questing the editors to have same 
published in their papers. This re- 
quest is in most cases granted. The 
body of letter should read to invite 
all collectors of the city to attend 
the next meeting of your society. 
Great stress should be laid upon the 
provision that there is no age limit. 
These letters can be sent to the pa- 
pers a few days before the date of 
the meeting each month. If an inter- 
ested collector fails to see the notice 
the first time, he is apt to see it later; 
and he will, in all probability, accept 
the invitation to be a visitor at your

next meeting. From experience, it is 
known that philatelists become the 
most intimate friends after a few 
hours’ acquaintance: and it is also 
known that, with a little persuasion, 
a collector can obtain from another 
friendly collector almost any service 
or favour in the philatelic line. This 
is impossible to accomplish in any 
other line of business or pastime. 
He’s at your service and vice versa, 
and it is dollars to dough-nuts that 
he becomes an active member of 
your local society. It is very seldom 
a genuine philatelist will refuse to 
become a participant in an interest- 
ing conversation about stamps, and 
it is needless to say that such talks 
are in order at all meetings. 

When visitors are present, it is 
best to make the meeting as lively 
as possible; this will create a deep 
impression, and at the same time re- 
mind the visitors that only serious 
and intelligent philatelists are pre- 
ferred, and that the s‘ze of your col- 
lection or your age is no bar to active 
membership. Interesting talks, on 
different stamp subjects, to be con- 
tributed by some member for each 
meeting, will greatly increase the 
evening’s pleasure. 

All the officers should be active 
and wide awake philatelists, leaving 
personal prejudice aside. Theyshould 
also be on the alert for new mem- 
bers, and be ready exponents of the 
science of philately among’ their 
less fortunate associates who are not 
philatelists. 


Philatelic publications should be: 


obtainable at all of these local soci- 
eties, and the reports of the large 
state .and international societies 
pointed out to the uninitiated, giving 
any information in your power in re- 
gard to such societies; stating plainly 
why organised and the benefits de- 
rived from each department; dwelling 
at much length on the small amount 


-of dues and the working of the Sales 
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Department; in fact giving a concise 
history, or as much as you are ac- 
quainted with, of the society in 
question, and don’t be bashful about 
asking your listener to sign a blank. 
Nine cases out of ten your wish will 
be gratified, for as soon as a phil- 
atelist knows that large international 
philatelic societies exist, he will be 
only too glad to become a member. 

As I stated in the former part of 
this article, some philatelists do not 
care to correspond with out of town 
collectors unless personally acquaint- 
ed with them. This is an illusion, 
and to prejudge something which 
you never tried is unfair and un- 
worthy of an intelligent philatelist. 

A member of a society does not 
join just to correspond with his fel- 
low members. If he wishes to dis- 
pose of any of his stamps, the Sales 
Department is one of the benefits 
fitted exactly for such emergencies. 
Perhaps this method or system is 
not prompt enough: then our advice 
would be to try the Auction Depart- 
ment. Our societies hold sales 
monthly or every other month. 

All societies have an attorney who 
is at yourservice. When acollector 
applies for membership, his name 
and address published in the official 
journal, are read by every member 
of each society, and in many cases 
by non-members. 

This precaution is taken to pre- 
vent frauds, thieves and the like from 
entering our ranks through the agen- 
cy ot a philatelic society; therefore 
it is impossible for such ‘‘bad eggs” 
to become members of any society, 
and a menace to philately, under the 
guise of society members or asso- 
ciates. Members can feel safe when 
corresponding with a fellow member, 
that he is thorcughly honest and 
reliable, and that there is no fear of 


As 


soon as a member falls by the way- 


any wrong-doing on his part. 


side he is immediately reported to 


the trustees of the various societies 
to which he belongs. If the evidence 
is substantial, a decision is rendered 
necessary suspending or expelling 
the guilty member, according to the 
seriousness of the trouble or crime. 
If EXPELLED he can never become 
a member of another society or of 
the same society again. If he applies 
for membership in another society, 
the members will file objections a- 
gainst his acceptance. All philate- 
lists are continually on the lookout 
for such characters.

The Canadian Philatelic Weekly, 
formerly the Boys’ Own Philatelist, 
presents’ a very gool appearance 
(Nov. 3nd). If the public can be 
perstiaded that it will be a perma- 
nenéy, the C. P. W. may look for- 
ward to a successful career. 


The publishers of the Phzlatelic 
Advocate, for the benefit of their ad- 
yertisers, give the number of copies 
circulated in each state and province. 
Ontario of course leads the list, with 
New, York as a good second. The 
Advocate is bright and newsy, but 


for a monthly magazine is alto~2th-! 
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er too scrappy. 


Canadian postage stamps are not 
redeemable now, according to the 
Stamp Reporter. This inconvenience 


is, however, counteracted by the 
new postal notes, of which Canada 
has long been in need. We regret 
to notice that the Reporter is assum- 
ing a decidedly political cast. 


One is almost tempted to say that 
Stamps is the best philatelic maga- 
zine published. It is entirely devot- 
ed to the edification of the reader 
and advertisements are altogether a 
secondary matter. This is the true 
aim of the philatelic journal. 

The October number of our En- 
glish cotemporary contains a lengthy 
editor ial on the value of reprints vand 
an exhautive account of ‘‘Approval 
Sheet Frauds.”  Re-touching and 
re-engraving are dealt with in the 
junior department. Collectors are 
cautioned about the early stamps of 
Uruguay, which have been exten- 
sively forged, especially the three 
stamps of the first issue and the 100,. 
120 and 240c. of 1864. Mr. Rob- 
ert Ehrenbach furnishes the descrip- 
tion, from which the following’ ex- 
cerpt is made: 

‘“‘THE 100.—The dash after ‘CORREOS’ 
on the right is scarcely visible, and the 
word ‘CORREO’ slightly larger than in the 
originals. The colour of this stamp is too 
ranch of a brownish hue, and there are dis- 
crepancies in the position of the rays. 
This is the most dangerous of the three.” 

A short article on Samoan ‘re- 
prints, an excellent review of the 
month’s literature and a continuation 
of the catalogue of Ceylon reven- 
ue stamps complete the balance of 
the number.

The Zastern Philatclist contains a 
thoughtful and well writ:ea essay 
entitled ‘“The Speculative Future of 
the Omaha Set.” The writer argues 
very effectively that these stamps 
will prove a go5d investment and 
that there will be a brisk demand for 
both used and unused specimens 
during the coming years. Mr. B. 
L. Drew. gives an interesting chat 
on new issues, while ‘Original Cov- 
fs, Dy A Nodexts Atells” of. many. 
wonderful rarities. The editorials 
are terse and forcible and the litera- 
ry critique does not belie its name. 


“Cuba Wibre is anpacuele pab- 
lished in the Philatelic Bulletin which 
cannot fail to interest all sorts and 
conditions of collectors. It is well 
written and deals ia a fascinating 
way with the history of Spain and 
Cuba and their postal emissions as 
well. The Bulletin presents a very 
neat appearance indeed and with 
Byvdrett B. Horn: at the helm’ should 
look forward to a bright future.

The October leader is a sentimental 
article entitled ‘‘The Power of the 
Postage Stamp” by Amy L. Swifts 
While rather interesting, the idea is 
altogether too far drawn to be sat- 
isfactory.

BY WM. A. MCDONNELL. 


(Continued from last month.) 


Local societies can either be inde- 
‘pendent of or dependent on our state 
or national societies. Perhaps a 
branch of the latter would be prefer- 
able, but this is a matter by itself. 

Turning our attention to state 
‘societies, these we must all admit 
are indispensable. These societies 
‘nbrig much new material forward 
and open up many obscure localities, 
which never could have been accom- 
plished by any other means. A phila- 
telist takes more pride in his own 
State society than in the national 


societies, therefore it is evident that 


he will work more diligently to pro- 
cure members for the former. It is 
also evident that many unknown col- 
lectors are thus introduced to mem- 
bership; but here again the majority 
of the members hail generally from 
the most important cities, and many 
are already members of other socie- 
ties. 

Branches of the state society are 
also suggested where four or more 
collectors are resident, in one place. 
These will bring closer together the 
collectors residing in rural parts of 
the state. But these meetings are 
in most cases uninteresting. A little 
exchanging of both stamps and 
‘‘yarns’’ is done, each member trying 
to outdo the rest in relating how his 
erandfather has an old trunk full of 
letters in the garret, and what he 
would do if he could only get per- 
mission to search the trunk, etc. 
This is a very good theme, but not 
the brand to keep life in a flourishing 
society. Stamp matters are of sec- 
ondary importance with many of the 
members. But I am certain that if 
they had the same opportunities that 
our city collectors have to converse 
with many other collectors, our 
country adherents would be less 
backward and they would find phi- 
lately much more interesting. 

Local societies in country towns 
are a decided failure. They are in- 
accessible or uninteresting to a vis- 
itor. The members are reserved and 
not for advancement. Either all the 
members are in a trance, or some 
one member has a ‘‘clinch’”’ on the 
other members and, to protect his 
interests, he guards against any in- 
trusion from outside collectors; this 
is selfishness pure and simple, and 
any person that calls himself a phi- 
latelist, who would adopt these 
means to keep another collector in 
the dark, is damaging his own repu- 
tation. A collector's sensé of duty

The Lastern Philatelist of Novem-

The requisite 
qualifications for business perfection 
appear to be, neatness, good taste, 
knowledge of stamps, carefulness 
and accuracy, honesty, enterprise, 
sociality, and earnest promotion of 
the local society. ‘“‘New Issues 
Month by Month” is conducted by 
Mr. Smiley and in the words of the 
small boy is ‘‘simply excellent.” A 
long editorial is devoted to the colour 
question which is both readable and 
instructive. 


Henry A. Chapman chats as in- 
terestingly as ever in the Herald Ex- 
change. Inhis ‘‘Puritan Paragraphs” 
he makes it his task to entertain the 
reader and he generally succeeds. 
We would like to see Mr. Chapman 
try his hand at higher work, requir- 
ing greater art nd constructive abil- 
ity. The “erald Exchange consists 
largely of notes and comments of 
which B. A. Cottlow contributes a 
valuable share. 


The Virginia Philatelist is the most 
beautiful magazine published and 
what is even better its literary con- 
tents correspond to the outward ap- 
pearance. The holiday number is es- 
pecially fine; clearly printed on ex- 
cellent paper with artistic cover de- 
sign in colour, it isa philatelic jour- 
nal of which not only Southern but 
all collecto1s may well be proud.
